When the time came for the nomina- 
tion of governor, "Porter," "Porter," 
was the cry. Th« re followed a big 
demonstration for the ex-governor, and 
a most determined disposition was made 
mauifeat to nominate him over what he 
had reason to believe an absolute and 
unxualified denial. The bub-bub and 
uproar continued several minutes.

Harry Hauna, of Allen county, got upon 
a chair and begari a speech ])om)nating 
Col. Robert S. Robertson. 
He did not 
meet with any warm welcome, nor was 
he given respectful attention, but his 
spetch WHS nevertheless the best of the 
ooriveEtion. 
Frequently his remarks 
were iaterrupted by hiss^ and "Oh, 
i shut up." It was very evident that a 
j ir ajority of the delegates would not lis-

anything but Porter. Mr. Hauna, 
I however, was not daunted and finished 
hib speech, which was a very able effort. 


At^ the oonolusion of Mr. Banna's 
speech, Mr. Frank B. Posey, of Pike 
county, took the floor. 


No sooner had Mr. Posey taken his 
seat thaa Mr. Harry Hanna was on his 
feet waving n piece of letter paper and 
crying for the attention of the conven- 
tion. He was repeatedly cried down, 
but fimlly ^he letter WHS read rs follows:

Mr. Hanna explained that it waa be- 
cause no respons« had been received to 
this letter that Col. Robertson's friends 
had determined to present his name to 
the conventioa. 


When the first ar^journment was had 
things looked favorable to the nomina- 
tion of Colonel Robertson. 
His name 
had been presented by Mr. Harry Han- 
na, of Fort \^ayne, in the most forcible 
and elegant spe^^ch of the oonv.>ntion, 
in which at ention was called to the 
colonel's distinguished services for the 
party, and laying stress on the fact that 
Mr. Porter had refused to 
accept. 
But during the recess the machine 
element 
united 
with 
tiie 
Porter 
forces and placing upon the latter's ex- 
pression that Robertson was responsible 
for the ex-governor's withdrawal, suc- 
ceeded ia putting up a job by which the 
defeat of the man from Allen might be 
brought about.

resembli^ the characteristic patch of 
.diphtheria, which, however, is a skin« 
like membrane, while the patches in 
tonsilitis are merely an exudation on 
the surface, which can be wiped off. 
The case should nevertheless always 
have the care of a physician. 


Sometimes the tonsils become greatly 
inflamed, with a tendency to abscess. It 
becomes difficult to swallow, and, in- 
Ideed, to open the mouth. 
Behind the 
lower jaw a painful swelling is ob- 
served. 


The diflScuIty may increase for sev- 
eral days, and then the inflammation 
may go down, or, what is quite as likely 
to happen, a very painful abscess may 
be formed, on the evacuation of which 
the symptoms subside. 
This is what is 
often called quinsy.—Companion.

bill to eatabliah an inter-state ainimum 
rate of wagca in the United SUtea. The 
proviaiona of the act are for the better 
regulation of commerce and to make 
uniform the relationa of wages in the 
several states and territoriea. 
The rate 
of wagea ia plaoed as followa: 
Every 
man over twenty-one years of age who 
may be employed as a labt rer in any 
capacity shall be paid not leaa than $1.60 
a day of ten hours; every woman of 
over eighteen years of age to be paid 
not less than $1, and every minor over 
fourteen and under eighteen not lees 
than 76 cents per day. 
The inter state 
commerce commission is to 
assume 
charge of the operations of the act and 
$1 000,000 is appropriated to carry it 
into effect. 


Talking about this lingular proposi- 
tion he said, in a very eameet manner. 


"I have been working on the bill ever 
sinee I came into congress, but it is the 
result of a good deal more than six 
month's thought and investigation. The 
condition of the laboring classea has en- 
gaged my attention for a good many 
years. 
I am a Scotchman, and I know 
bow things are in Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and I have visited France and 
fon/jd the same thing there, and while 
it exists in a less degree the same evil 
exista In the United States and is in- 
crrat^ing. Neither the tariff or free trade 
will keep wagea up. 
That is where our 
republican argument is weak, and the 
democrats are clubbing us at that very 
point. 
I believe the tariff affords the 
opportunity of raising wages, but it 
does not raise them. 
The competition 
of the laborers among themselves and 
the greed of the employers will force 
wages down in spite of the protective 
tariff. The mechanics can protect them- 
selves by trade unions and strikes and in 
various ways, but the unskilled laborers, 
the women ai d the children, cnn not 
protect themselves or meet *he employ- 
ers on any basis approaching equality 
or independence. 
^ e justify legislation 
in behalf of minors on the ground that 
they can not protect themselves, but 
there ara plenty of j ouths of sixteen who 
can protect themselves just as well ns a 
ii.an of fifty. The fact is, the lower 
classes of 
workers 
have 
got 
to 
take just 
what 
is offered to them 
or po without. 
If 
we 
can 
legis- 
late for the wages of the employes of the 
government, we can fix minimum wages 
fur the employes of private persons. 
If 
state or general governments can say 
what shall be a maximum days length 
they can say what shall be a minimum 
days wagcB. 
This bill of mine won't 
hurt the employers at all; it will only 
put them on a level. 
I've got a factory 
where we make wheels 
Competiticu 
has forced wheels that we use to get $10 
for down to $7. It hbs been done at *he 
expense, not of the manufacturers bit 
of the workingmen. 
One maunfactnre." 
thinks 
he 
is 
not 
getting 
quite 
business enough and he tells his travel- 
ing men to offer wheels at ten per cent, 
off, and then he makes a proportionate 
vcut in wages. 
By an4 by the rest of 
t's find ont what he has been doing and 
%e cut our prices and we reduce our 
Wfiges accordingly. 
Now the man who 
m uie the Qrst cut is no better off than 
be was before. All the manufacturers 
arf o ^ lev«! »rjilu, but w'uutiis are down 
iriail the wugt« ol all our workmen have 
I }CQ reducá. 
Now, it will hurt no one 
to iix a limit below which this sort of 
cutting can not go. 
You can't make 
one man employ another, but if he does 
we already say to him, 
'You shall not 
work that man more than ten hours a 
day 
unless 
you 
pay 
him 
ex 
tra,' 
and 
we 
can 
just 
as 
well say. 'You shall not 
pay 
him 
less than $1.60 for a full days work.' 
There are plenty of employers who are 
libe^ al men, who have an interest in 
their workmen and who would forego a 
profit rather than cut wages. But there 
are plenty of other employers from 
whose accnrsed grasping greed we ought 
to protect the workingmen and also the 
other employes, for if one of these mean 
fellows who won't pay a cent more for 
labor than Ke is compelled to and cut 
wages and lengthen hours whenever he 
gets a chance begins this sort of thing, 
his rivals in business have got to do the 
same thii g or be undersold by him.

make uiy project a part of the inter-state 
commerce law. If that is constitutional, 
mine is, for if we are going to regulate 
inter stat«' commerce we 
must

somethirg like an equality of wages in 
the different parts of the roantry.

jropoee minimum wages of $1.50 a day 
for men, 
for women, and 75 cents for 
minors over fourteeu. 


"Ard then there is labor saving ma 
chinery. 
Some of it has done a great 
dtíal of good, but much of it has done 
great injury to the workmen by throw- 
ing pt ople out of employment without 
any compensating benefit. 
Why, 
in 
my own factory there is machinery that 
I can see plainly i>ever ought to have 
been patented. 
You can't prevent a 
man'H making a labor saving machine 
and using it, but you can stopencouraK 
ing him to invent such machines by 
patentii g it to him. 
Where a labor 
saving machine is going to injure the 
working classes the government ought 
to refuse to patent it. 
I can remember 
when the first sewing machine came 
into Fort Wayne. It came into my shop. 
I was a tailor then. 
At that time a 
woman got fifty crnts for making a 
shirt. 
The sewing machine was going 
to enable her to make a great many 
m re phirts and earn a great deal moro 
mone.v. 
Now tthat has the t-ffect been ? 
The woman with a sewing machine has 
to make four shirts for tiity cents."
